MORE BAILROAD PROJECTS. 

The project, termed the Pacific Central 
Transit Railroad and Telegraph, introduced 
by Senator Kellogg to-day, proposes the coa- 
struction of a railroad from New Orleans to 
Camargo, on the Rio Grande, and thence 
through Mexico to San Blaz, on the Pacific, 
with branches, the mostimportant of which 
is the City of Mexico. Under this bill the 
Lotiisiana Central Transit Company and the 
Texas Central Company are authorized to 
consolidate, and when the company shall have 
contracted .ten miles of railways and 
telegraph, and after commissioners have 

yexamived and reported on the condition of the 
road, the company are authorized to issue its 
first-class mortgage bonds, maturing in thirty 
years from date of issue, at the rate of twenty- 
five bonds of $1,000 each, bearing 6 per cent. 
interest, payable semi-annually in coin. These 
are to be signed officially by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and this indorsement shall 
ipso facto constitute a first lien mortgage on 
the road for the protection of the government, 
and so on, until the road is completed, 
which shall be six years. 
and munitions of war shall be 
transported at reasonable rates, and the 
proceeds thereof are to be deposited with the 
Secretary of the Treasury and applied to the 
payment of the interest on bonds, A-sinking 
fund is to be provided to pay bonds at their 
maturity. The bill grants eight sections of 
land for each mile of the road. The laborers 
onthe road have the right to pre-empt forty 
acres cach, at one dollar per acre, for a home 
stead. The road is less than fifteen hundred 
miles in length. The measure was referred.

THE WESTERN TOBACCO MED 
Appeared before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to-day to urge a modification of the in- 
ternal revenue law, regarding the stamping of 
all kinds of tobacco, and regarding the exten- 
sion of further time for stamping of tobaceo, 
The following was their language: ‘‘We 
earnestly oppose any extension of time as 
only an increase of evil, and most respectfully 
desire that, upon the basis of inventories al- 
ready taken by the Department, inclading all 
tax paid on goods prior to the passage of the 
law, and that manufactured under the instruc- 
tions of the Department, and which complied 
with all the requirements prior to the 
23¢ of November, stamps be furnished in 
a safer and more* proper manner, being first 
imprinted with red ink to clearly designate 
the purpose for which they are intended, and 
to render those utterly valueless to the manu- 
facturer. We also ask that efter the pas- 
sage of the law, the further sale of those nn- 
stamped goods be suspended until stamped, 
which should be within the shortest possi- 
ble time, and that upon its accomplishment 
alltobacco and cigars found on the market 
without the appropriate stamp, be forfeited. 
We also insist that all bulk smoking tobacco 
be first packed in. small packages in compli- 
ance with the law under the regulations lately 
issued by the Commissioner, except packages 
of baled goods not exceeding five 
pounds which, from the character of the arti- 
cles cannot be repacked without destruction 
A bill covering these points will be introduced 
in the House to-morrow.

REFUSAL OF THE GOVERNOR TO 
INTERFERE.

LittLte Rock, Jan. 26, 1869.—A squad of 
Clayton's militia, commanded by a negro, 
went to the house of a Mrs. Burns,near Roches- 
ter, Mississippi county, on Friday last, and 
took from her stable two riding horses and 4 
mule, with which they made off, in spite of 
the protestations of the owner, who is old 
and infirm and a widow. 

An hour or two aftcr, Mr. R. B. Dashiel, a 
respectable citizen of the county, and son-in- 
law of Mrs. Burns, came to the place, and, 
finding what had happened, set out witha 
a sherifi’s warrant and constable in pursuit of 
the marauders. 

They came up with them at Bell’s Biuf, 
where they had encamped, and Mr. Dashiel 
told the chief of the party that if he would 
give up the stolen property no proceedings 
would be resorted to. The negro replied that 
‘fall hell should not make him give up his 
lawful rights.’’ He further said that it was 
his intention fo teke whatever he wanted from 
the white folks, as he was instructed to do 
from Washington. Mr. 
act of remonstrating when another of the ne- 
gro party came up behind him and shot him 
dead.. The constable turned to fy, but was 
caught by the negroes and tied toa tree 
where they left bim and beat a hasty retreat. 
The case has been reported to the Governor, 
who refuses to entertain it. 

The people are flying for their lives in every 
direction, hiding out in the woods, and other- 
wise seeking jo evade the militia, whose 
officers declare their intention to depopulate 
Arkansas and repopulate it with loval ne- 
groes.

Andrew Johnson to be the Conserva- 
tive Candidate for Governor. 


HIS PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 


General Stokes the Ceming Meses 
ef the Radical Faction. 


A STIRRING TIME AHEAD. 


(Correspondence of the Courier-Journal. | 
NASHVILLE, Jan. 26, 1869. 

I will give you briefly, but accurately, a 
pen-picture of the situation in Tennessee at 
the present moment. 

Andrew Johnson is expected to arrive here 
by the middle of March. He has written 
to his friends to say that he wili be a candi- 
date for Governor. No one will oppose his 
nomination. It will be made spontaneously 
by the Conservatives; and his platform will 
consist of “universal amnesty and impartial 
suflrage,’’ on which the people of Tennessee 
bave risked their claims from the first. 

e isexpected to do two things: 

Ist. He will talk to the negroes as no one 
else has ever talked to them. 

2d. He will waken the East Tennessee 
“loyalists’’ to a sense of the perils of the 
present State government as no one else can 
waken them. 

Johnson is not a wit like Etheridge. Nor 
isbe an orator like Colyar. But he is a 
prodigy of muscular power before the Ten- 
nessee masses, who consider hima ehild of 
destiny, marked by Providence to be their 
next Governor. 

Johnson’s purpose is to secure a conserva- 
tive Legislature, which will return him to the 
Senate of the United States in place of Mr. 
Fowler. But for their faith in him the people 
of the State—by whom I mean the disfran- 
chised masses—would make no _ contest 
this summer. They consider the existing 
system a machine; and 
ite operation as _iittle 
certain. Johnson does 
says he has fought a worse fight, and won it. 
He says he can break up the loyal leagues as 
he broke up the Know Nothing lodges. He 
will denounce the Kuklux in unmeasured 
terms. He will take strong national ground 
on all national questions, and he expects to car- 
ry all before him. 

The Radicals themselves apprehend his com- 
ing. “Moreover, they are disunited. Fletcher 
will probably go into the State Senate, which 
will elect him Speaker. This will give him 
the Gubernatorial succession in’71. He is an 
able man—the. ablest in the State on many 
pointse—and is a Republican, but nota Radi- 
cal. He is backed bya growing sentiment in 
his party. 

Senter, the present Speaker of the Senate— 
is in the line of safe precedents. [f Brownlow 
should die or resign, Senter would be Gover- 
nor; but Brownlow declines to do either, and 
Senter is secretly diseoncerted. Shrewd Radi- 
cals already look on him with distrust. He 
was a quasi-rebel in ’61; aud isa smart Kast 
Tennessee lawyer with some taste and spirit. 
If Brownlow does not give him—what he con- 
siders his right—that Is the Governorship—he 
will do mischief. Brownlow’s term as Sena- 
tor begins the 4th.of this coming March. 
Hie term as Governor does not expire till 
the following October. Will he hold on to 
the State office until it expires and then go to 
Washington and draw his back pay as Senator 
from the 4th of March? Hewill. It is plain 
ciphering to a man who has nothing to lose. 
But there are other considerations. There are 
personal and prudential motives—motives 
which he cannot resist—that impel him. If 
he should give up the Governorship to Senter, 
what would become of his present deputics? 

For Tennessee, you must know, like Gaul, 
is divided into three parts. These are seyv- 
erally designated East, Middle and West Ten- 
nessece. Dr. Pearne, a Methodist preacher at 
Knoxville, is Governor of East Tennessee.

baggers of Nashville. The Governor of West 
Tennessee is Dr. Pearne No. 2, a brother of 
the Knoxville Governor. All these Governors 
act in the name of Brownlow, who is at home 
with the palsy, having ceased to be of any 
significarmce or to possess any sense of respon- 
sibility. The Radical party is controlled by 
strangers and Kept going by negroes, and the 
coming Moses is Stokes.

Its purposes 
are no longer political, if they ever were, but 
predatory; and the militia bill and martial law 
proclamation are mere pretexts on the part of 
the Radicals to carry the election by force of 
arms.

THE STATE CAPITAL. 


The Capital Question—The Gevernors Ex- 
penses—Collcection of the Revenue—Lrgal 
Advertising—The Governor's Levee—lca- 
tucky River Navigation, &c., &c. 

{Special Correspondence of tue Courier-Journal.) 

FRANKFORT, Jan. 26, 1809. 
THE LEGISLATURE THIS MORNING. 

No one, on entering either House of our 
Legislature this morning at the hour of open- 
ing, would have supposed that any subject of 
unusual importance was on the programme. 
The lobbies were almost unoccupied, and ths 
gallery of the Hall of Representatives was 


_ wholly so. 


THE CAPITAL QUESTION. 

Half-past ten was the hour designated for 
receiving the report of the Committee on 
Public Offices, to whom, the other day, was 
referred the bill for the appropriation of 
$200,000 toward the erection of a State-house, 
and stitable public buildings at Freakfort, to- 
gether with the several amendments propossd. 
Even when that hour arrived, and the order 
of the day was announced by the Speaker of 
the House, few spectators were to be seen in 
lobby or gallery. 

NO “PRESSURE.” 

So much has been said in times agone of 
the pressure brought to bear upon the mem- 
bers of the General Assembly in all matters 
wherein the intcrests of Frankfort were sup- 
posed to lie, especially where the question of 
capital removal was involved, that I suppose 
the good people of the little city of Frank- 
fort thought it best to restrain their inclina- 
tions as far as possible. The undertaking, 
however, was too much for them, if, in- 
deed, such was their resolution; 
for although few were in aftendance at the 
time ofthe reading of the committee’s report, 
when upon that report a discussion ensued 
and of quite an animated character, lobbies 
and galleries were filled as though the thickly 
thronging occupants had been conjured by the 
enchanter’s wand, Your correspondent will 
not soon forget the emotions of surprise with 
which he saw tiers of anxious, expectant faces 
peering out upon the House from places where 
scarcely a moment before all had been a void, 
Conspicuous in the mags of these spectators, 
for certainly there was scarce standing room 
because of their grace and beauty, were 
quite a number of fair ladics. They were not 
in an undue proportion, but I am afraid if 
*‘Pcquod’’ had been present the ink that flow- 
ed from his pen would have reecived an acces- 

ion of gall from the presence of an influence 
that his cankered soul would have consid- 
ered and pronounced essential'y though ab- 
normelly potential. 

THB REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 

Abandoning their original pdan, the Com- 
mittee on Public Affairs, it will be seen from 
their report, a copy of which I scnd you, now 
only propose that an appropriation of $100,000 
shall be made forthe erection of firc-proof 
offices for the Treasurer, Auditor, Clerk of the 
Court of Appeals and the exccutive officers of 
the State. It is notorious that the archives of 
the State_arc unsafe as_ things are at present, 
and the report of the committee only asked, 
in effect, that they shall be made secure nnotil 
the capital removal question, 50 Y4no yexed, 
is settled. The zealons ehairman of the Com- 
mittee on Public Offices, and no doubt the 
people of Frankfort generally, saw in the pas- 


sage of a bill like that proposed a sort 9; 
earnest that the removal question was flually 


to be settled in favor of Frankfort. They were 
doubtiess aware that many members,who be- 
lieved that the seat of government ought 
to be removed to Louisville or 
some other point. would be induced to 
support the substitutc reported by the com- 
mittee on the ground that the preservation of 
the records of the Commonwealth required 
it; and it is not unreasovable to add that they 
flattered themselves that the fact of 
new public offices having been erected at so 
much cost would go very far toward deter- 
mining the contest in favor of Frankfort. 
If such was the feeling of the oppo- 
nents of the removal of the seat of govern- 
ment from Frankfort, they were gratified by 
the action of the House. Even, however, 
should this measure pass the Senate, concern- 
ing which I have my doubts, Iet them not de- 
ceive themselves as to its meaning. ‘The io- 
tention of very many of those supporting the 
committce’s report is not to declare for Frank- 
fort, but merely to provide for the security of 
the State property. Having become satisfied that 
the capital question cannot or will not be set- 
tled by the present Legislature, they seek as 
guardians of the interests of their constituents, 
. to make provision for the security of the pub- 
lic records, even though at the very consider- 
able cost of $100,000. It remaius to be seen 
whether a suffieiep* number of Senators favor- 
ing the removal of the capital will 
take a like view of the duty devoly- 
ing upon Ben I am rather inclin- 
to doubt: that such will be the case. 
The elle ny a public papers is certainly a 
very important obie-!. fui then it is not the 
lees true that a hundred thousand dollars is a 
great deal of money to be appropriated to the 
erection of buildings at Frankfort merely for 
temporary use. There isa very general feel- 
ing that the permaneut location of the seat of 
government onght to be deferred until the 
political and financial condition of the coun- 
try becomes more determinate, Thia is all 
right ud proper; but our legislators should 
take caré that in the resort to temporary ex 
pediency they are not betrayed iuto extray- 
agent expenditure of the people’s money. 
GOVERNOR’S EXPENSES. 

A bil wes reported from the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, this morning, and passed, 
providing that the expenses incurred by the 
Governor when absent from Frankfort on 
business of the State shall be defrayed from 
the public treasury. 

COLLECTION OF THE REVENUE. 

Mr. Turner has introduced a bill into the 
Senate which is made the special order for one 
day next week, providing that the collec- 
tion of the revenue shall take place 
‘June ist, instead of January Ist. Those who 
know anything of the culture of tobacco, the 
staple of so large a portion of our State, are 


‘aware that it is impossible for planters to re- 


alize from their crops in season to meet the 
demand of the tax gatherer under the law as 
it now stands. Those also who are depend- 
ent upon the bringing of lumber and otber ar- 
ticles into market by river for the payment of 
their taxes, are much interested in having the 
change effected that is proposed in Col. Tur- 
ner’s bill; and, as certainly no one ‘would be 
injured by it, l think it probable the bill will 
become a law. 
L ADVERTISING. 

The question of reconsidering the vote 
whereby the legal advertisiag bill was adopted 
by the House last session is to be decided 
to-morrow. I say it is to be decided then, 
because to-morrow is the day for which it has 
been set, and I take it for granted that the 
friends of the bill, who constitute the ma- 
jority, wi.l not suffer further postponement. 

This bill was passed bya decided vote of 
the House of Representatives af the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature. It was duly reported 
to the Senate as having been so passed, and 
would probably have received the concurrence 
of the Senate previous to adjoyrnment but 
for ite recall by the House on the motion of a 
member with a view to testing the matter of 
reconsideration. The vote on the motion to 
reconsider was not taken; but the subject was 
made the special order for an early day 
of the present session. When the 
designated time came another subject oc- 
cupied the House’s attention and the legal 
advertising bill was again deferred to a future 
day. Still another and another delay ensued 
from similar cause. 

Now these postponements, it is to be hoped, 
have reached their conclusion. To-morrow 
the matter should by all means be disposed of. 
The vote to reconsider should then be voted 
down and the bill sent to the Senate. It is 
hardly proper that a measure so necessary to 
the public interest, and which has already been 
approved by the House, should be delayed in 
its passage by successive and reiterated post- 
ponements of a motion to reconsider. 

GOVEENOR’S LEVER. 

A levee was held last evening at the guber- 
natorial mansion, attended by Senators and 
Representatives and by the citizens of the 
Commonwealth now on a visit to the Capital. 
Goy. Stevenson, having been called off to 
Covington some days since on important busi- 
ness, was not himself present to receive the 
guests, and Mrs. Stevenson did the honors of 
the reception.

THE RESOR-EWALD TRAGEDY. 


Conclusion of the Trial of the 
Homicide. 


VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY. 


RR 


The trial of Henry C. Resor, charged with the 
murder of Henry Ewald, which commenced in 
the Cireutt Court on Friday last, was brought to a 
close yesterday. In about az hour after tbeir re- 
tiracy, the jury rendered a verdict of not guilty, 
pine being for acquittal] and three for conviction. 
This verdict was not unexpected to any one, not 
even the prosecutors, for all concede that the facts 
of the case plainly made it justifiable homicide.
